SOO DEER SLAIN 


From 
the estim ate of th e State 
Gam e Com m ission. 500 deer and 700 
tiears were killed in Pennsylvaniadur 
m g the season ju st closed. 


The main difficulty seems 
to 
have 
been the in ab ility uf hunters to get 
the deer down from the mountain tops 
without a tracking snow, 
which did 
not com a Many d ie-* and fawns were 
seen, and among them, there is little 
doubt, some spike bucks were 
m is­ 
taken for does but men would not risk 
shots because they could not d istin ­ 
guish the sex from the distance whicn 
they were obliged to shoot. 
The law allow ing hucks o n l y to lie 
shot is even more protection to hunters 
than the deer themselves, whether the 
com m ission so intended it 
or not 
Tim e was when the careless hunter, if 
he saw a movement in the brush, shot 
first and investigated later. 
But the 
law being so explicit about deer with 
horns, the hunter must satisfy h im ­ 
self first before shooting. T his has pro 
Viably saved more men than deer. 
More grouse were killed 
this year 
than for many seasons past. 
At least 
eight -tenths of the 
birds shot w ere 
m ales. The hen birds seem scarce, and 
opinion is divided 
a ta u t 
the next 
year’s crop, 
which w ill probably lie 
sm all. 
The deer season 
this 
year was a 
much less successful one than that of 
last year, taken as a whole.

President Puts Secretaries In Foreign 
Service Under the Rules. 
Washington, Dec. 6. — President 
Taft, acting on a letter of suggestion 
from Secretary Knox, has taken steps 
to place important posts in the United 
States foreign service below the rank 
of minister on a more permanent ba­ 
sis and a higher plane of efficiency. 
The president has issued an order 
which, briefly stated, puts the secre­ 
taryships under civil servlee reform 
rules, exact proof of capacity from ap­ 
plicants for such appointments and 
provides for promotion to subsequent 
vacancies from lower grades of ser­ 
vice. There is an Intimation that pro­ 
motions shall extend to the grade of 
minister.

may prove one of the most turbulent 
and notable of recent times. With the 
customs house scandal, the Nicaraguan 
situation, the Balllnger-Pinohot con 
troversy and the many other problems 
before 
It. 
the 
Sixty-first 
congress 
should make history. 
The fight be­ 
tween the regulars In the Republican 
party and the progressives will en­ 
liven things before the session closes. 
Owing to the president’s frank dis­ 
cussion of his policies during his re­ 
cent tour. the questions to be consid­ 
ered by the session are fairly clear and 
w’ell defined even before the reading 
of the message.

Chicago, Doc. 6 .—The greatest strike 
of railroad men that this country has 
ever seen may be in full swing by 
Christmas, according to the latest ad­ 
vices from the heads of the various 
railroad brotherhoods. 
Demands for an increase of IO per 
cent in the wages of enginemen, fire­ 
men, trainmen and switchmen have 
been agreed upon by the various or­ 
ganizations, aind virtually every line 
in the United States, east and west, is 
In imminent danger of being complete­ 
ly tied up. 
For more than two years the rail­ 
road employes have been working on 
this matter. They have been waiting 
their opportunity, but no definite move 
was made until the return of pros­ 
perity this fall indic ated that the time 
was ripe. The men have been watch­ 
ing the immense profits as shown In 
the reports of the various railroads, 
and have decided that it is about time 
for them to share in these profits, 
especially In view of the fact that 
the cost of living has increased so 
tremendously. 


Both Sides Determined. 
That the crisis is approaching ra­ 
pidly w’as Indicated by the a n n o u n c e ­ 
ment at New York by officers of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen 
that they would present th*»lr demands 
on the lith of this month, and the 
wage conference will begin on the 
15th of the month. 
Both the railroads and the leaders 
of organized labor among the railroad 
employes are preparing for the strug­ 
gle. which w'hen it once begins will 
without doubt develop Into one of the 
greatest Industrial battles that has 
e v e r been fought in this or any other 
land The pttitude of the leaders on 
both sides of the dispute, which men­ 
aces the Industrial peace of the coun­ 
try. i« at the present time that of iron 
stubbornness. 
More than 1.000,000 men will engage 
directly in a battle with the railroads, 
unless some fortunate circumstances 
arise to avert the trouble. More than 
150,000 
miles of railroad track will 
ceane to bear their burdens of freight 
and passengers. 
Shippers Are Notified. 
So serious has the situation become 
that the railroad presidents quietly no­ 
tified the largest shippers along their 
lines that they had best prepare for 
an emergency, and the shippers so 
notified, including miners of coal, man­ 
ufacturers, Jobbers and shippers of 
grain and other foodstuffs, have been 
exerting themselves to the utmost to 
lay In the necessary stocks and dis­ 
tribute their products. 


Switchmen’® Strike Unchanged. 
St. Paul. Dec. 6 .—With both sides 
professing confidence, the sixth day 
of the switchmen’s strike passed with 
but little charge In conditions. 
The 
railroads h a\e been able to get a few 
more men, and claim that within a 
few days they will be moving a nor­ 
mal amount of freight. This Is dis­ 
puted by the strikers. 
The situation throughout the entire 
n o r th w e s t continues about the same. 
Reports from Duluth are to the effect 
that the strike has virtually collapsed 
at the head of the lakes, but elsewhere 
the men seem to have things tied up.
